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LIVESTOCK  IMPORT  VALUE  IN  JUNE 
WAS  HIGHER  THAN  EXPORT  VALUER  7^ 


In  June,  the  monthly  value  of  livestock  and  livestock 
product  imports  exceeded  the  value  of  exports  for  the  first 
time  since  January.  June  exports  were  valued  at  $106.5 
million,  down  6.4  percent  from  May  but  up  2  percent  from 
the  June  1974  level.  Imports  were  valued  at  $1  18.2  mil- 
lion, up  16  percent  from  May  but  down  22  percent  from 
the  June  1974  level. 

In  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1975,  exports  were 
valued  at  $1.44  billion — down  8.3  percent  from  the 
$1.57-billion  level  of  1973/74.  During  1974/75,  the  trade 
deficit  for  livestock  was  about  $36  million,  compared  with 
$787  million  in  1973/74.  The  lower  deficit  was  largely  a 
result  of  reduced  live  cattle  imports  and  lower  prices  for 
imported  beef. 

In  the  first  6  months  of  1975,  the  total  value  of  imports 
was  $717.7  million— down  from  $1,082  billion  in  1974. 
The  value  of  exports  was  $712.1  million — down  from 
$845.2  million  in  1 974.  The  net  deficit  was  $5.6  million  in 
the  first  6  months,  compared  with  $237  million  in  the  same 
period  last  year. 

The  most  important  sectors  in  livestock  and  livestock 
product  exports  during  the  first  6  months  of  1975  were 
tallow  and  grease,  hides  and  furskins,  pork,  and  variety 
meat. 

In  the  first  6  months  of  1975,  the  value  of  tallow  and 
grease  exports  was  down  32  percent,  falling  to  $192  mil- 
lion compared  with  $280.4  million  in  the  same  period  last 
year.  Total  volume  of  tallow  and  grease  exports  was  off  10 
percent  from  1,136.9  million  pounds  in  1974  to  1,221.8 
million  in  1975.  The  export  value  for  tallow  during  the 
first  6  months  of  1975  has  ranged  from  14-16  cents  per 
pound  compared  with  18-28  cents  last  year.  The  lower 
prices  are  a  result  of  greater  competition  from  vegetable 
oils,  which  were  in  short  supply  last  year.  In  the  first  6 
months,  exports  to  Japan,  Brazil,  and  Korea  were  down  in 
both  value  and  volume.  The  USSR  was  the  largest  new 
market  for  tallow  this  year,  importing  85  million  pounds 
during  May  and  June — the  first  sales  to  the  USSR  since 
1965.  Egypt  also  imported  more  tallow,  with  volume  up 
44  percent  to  1  19  million  pounds. 


Hides  and  furskins  in  the  first  6  months  were  down  18.3 
percent  in  value  to  $224.4  million.  Cattle  hides  account 
for  63  percent  of  this  trade  by  value  and  most  of  the  vol- 
ume. Cattle  hide  exports  were  up  28  percent  in  volume, 
but  the  average,  export  value  was  only  $10.99  per  hide, 
compared  with  $17.92  last  year.  Only  goat  and  muskrat 
skin  prices  were  above  1974  levels. 

Pork  exports  were  up  in  value  from  $18.6  million  to  $67 
million  during  the  first  6  months  of  1975,  compared  with 
1 974.  The  total  volume  of  trade  was  also  up  sharply — from 
28.4  million  pounds  last  year  to  82.8  million  pounds  this 
year.  Japan  accounted  for  the  largest  increases  in 
exports — up  from  4. 1  million  pounds  last  year  to  34.4  mil- 
lion this  year.  The  largest  sales  to  Japan  were  in  March  and 
June,  when  the  import  duty  was  lifted  because  of  high 
Japanese  domestic  prices.  Trade  also  increased  sharply  to 
Canada,  up  from  14.7  million  pounds  in  the  first  6  months 
of  1 974  to  35. 1  million  pounds  in  the  same  period  of  1 975. 

U.S.  variety  meat  export  volume  has  been  at  record 
levels  this  year — up  from  130. 1  million  pounds  last  year  to 
152.9  million  pounds  this  year — but  prices  have  been 
lower,  so  despite  record  sales  volume  the  value  of  variety 
meat  sales  is  down  6  percent  from  last  year.  Exports  to  the 
European  Community  (EC)  are  up  from  88  million  pounds 
last  year  to  108  million  this  year.  Japan  has  shown  the 
sharpest  percentage  increase,  however,  with  volume  up 
from  2.4  million  pounds  in  1974  to  6  million  this  year. 

The  most  important  imported  products  in  January-June 
1975  were  beef  and  veal,  pork,  and  hides  and  furskins. 
Last  year,  live  cattle  was  the  third  most  important  import 
category,  but  it  is  down  67  percent  in  value  this  year  be- 
cause of  low  U.S.  feeder  cattle  prices. 

Beef  and  veal  imports  through  June  accounted  for  41 .5 
percent  of  the  value  of  imports,  compared  with  49.8  per- 
cent last  year.  The  volume  of  beef  and  veal  imports  was 
down  less  than  1  percent.  The  largest  change  is  in  price. 
The  average  import  value  last  year  was  85  cents  per  pound. 
This  year,  it  is  47  cents  per  pound.  Australia  and  New 
Zealand  continue  to  be  the  major  suppliers.  During  the 
first  6  months,  they  increased  their  share  of  the  total  mar- 


ket  from  58  percent  in  1974  to  80  percent  this  year.  These 
countries  have  no  other  large  markets  that  remain  open. 
The  average  per  unit  value  for  Australian  and  New  Zealand 
frozen  beef  has  been  less  than  44  cents  per  pound  this  year, 
compared  with  80  cents  last  year.  Only  imports  from  the 
United  Kingdom  and  Ireland  have  been  valued  at  this  low 
level,  and  in  both  cases  the  amounts  sold  have  been  mini- 
mal because  currently  these  two  countries  have  better  mar- 
kets in  the  EC. 

Pork  has  been  the  second  most  important  import  in  the 
first  6  months  of  this  year,  accounting  for  27.3  percent  of 
all  imports  by  value  compared  with  20.8  percent  last  year. 
However,  the  volume  of  pork  imports  is  down  14.2  per- 
cent, and  the  value  of  imports  is  down  13  percent.  The 
average  value  of  all  pork  imports  is  up  slightly  from  $1.15 
per  pound  last  year  to  $1.17  this  year. 

Canned  pork  has  become  more  important  as  a  percent- 
age of  total  imports  because  of  the  U.S.  quota  on  imports 
from  Canada.  In  the  first  6  months  of  1975,  fresh  pork 
imports  were  down  32  percent  to  18.3  million  pounds, 
while  canned  ham  and  shoulder  imports  were  down  only  9 
percent  to  140.9  million  pounds. 


The  major  suppliers  of  canned  ham  and  shoulder  to  the 
United  States  are  Denmark,  the  Netherlands,  and  Poland. 
Imports  from  Denmark  this  year  were  down  34  percent  to 
42.3  million  pounds  because  of  lower  Danish  pork  produc- 
tion and  high  production  and  processing  costs.  In  the  case 
of  the  Netherlands,  imports  were  down  8  percent  to  35.6 
million  pounds.  Poland  has  increased  canned  ham  sales  to 
the  United  States  by  33  percent  this  year  to  40.9  million 
pounds.  Yugoslavia  and  Hungary  have  also  increased  their 
exports  to  the  United  States.  These  East  European  coun- 
tries are  all  selling  ham  at  lower  prices  than  the  two  EC 
suppliers. 

Hides  and  furskins  are  the  third  most  important  U.S. 
livestock  product  import  this  year.  They  have  displaced 
live  cattle  imports  because  of  the  sharp  drop  in  U.S.  feeder 
cattle  prices.  By  value,  the  most  important  products  in  this 
group  are  raw  minkskins  and  sheepskins.  Minkskin  im- 
ports were  valued  at  $24.5  million.  The  average  value  per 
skin  declined  from  $16.99  last  year  to  $14.32  this  year. 
Sheepskins  imports  were  valued  at  $24.5  million.  Average 
per  unit  values  were  down  slightly  from  last  year's.
